Inside Picture of Cuba 

The Upland public library has 
jan interesting collection of books 
iby a very well informed young 
man who has traveled for the 
last 15 or 16 years in Mexico, 
Central America and Cuba. Few 
persons know Latin America 
as intimately as does Carlton 
It is to his new book 
on Cuba that the librarian wish- 
es to call particular attention. 
Aptly called “The Crime of Cuba” 
it will do a great deal toward 
explaining and _ clarifying the 
reader’s impressions of that 
island republic? The inside pic- 
ture of the present “Cuban re- 
volt” is told by Mr. Beals who 
has been an eye-witness to re- 
cent occurrences, not as a cas- 
ual observer, but as one who has 
lived in and knows the _ real 
Cuba. He throws clear light on 
the tangled relations of Macha- 
do’s government with the banks 
and public utility interests and 
he interwoven policy of the 
American state department.
